A  Pea-canning  Factory  has  also  been  established  at  Bardney  and 
has  already  enlarged  very  considerably. 

Unemployment  seems  to  be  in  status  quo ,  though  many  labourers 
have  left  the  land  to  be  roadmen,  etc.  d  he  building  of  new  aerodromes 
in  and  near  this  district  has  taken  many  good  young  men  from  the  land.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities  are  as  previously  ;  examination  of  milk  is  carried 
out  at  the  County  Council  Laboratory  now. 

Ambulance  Facilities  are  as  previously. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  has  been  carried  out  as  before.  The  cost  of  the 
District  Nurse  is  borne  in  large  measure  by  the  County  Council 
wherever  the  said  Nurse  acts  as  Midwife. 

2  Orthopaedic  Nurses  have  been  appointed.  They  assist  at  the 
Clinic  and  at  Patients’  Homes  if  necessary. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  are  as  previously  timed  except  that 
they  are  held  at  30  Lmdum  Road,  Lincoln,  except  the  V.D.  Clinic 
which  is  at  Lincoln  Health  Dept.,  Beaumont  Fee,  Lincoln. 

At  Lindum  Road  there  is  also  provision  made  for  the  ante-natal 
and  post  natal  examination  of  expectant  mothers.  Many  cases  are 
seen  at  their  own  homes  by  their  own  doctor  if  they  reside  a  long  way 
,  from  a  centre. 

The  Osgodby  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Smallpox  Hospital  are  at 

our  disposal.  The  former  has  been  used  to  very  good  purpose,  but 
the  latter  has  not  had  any  patients  for  nearly  five  years.  Lincoln 
City  Isolation  Hospital  has  helped  us  out  from  time  to  time. 

The  Lincoln  County  Hospital  which  caters  for  the  general  surgical  and 
medical  needs  of  the  district  is  being  enlarged  but  funds  are  needed 
still  to  complete  same  ;  so  as  to  enable  it  to  be  absolutely  efficient  there 
should  be  no  large  waiting  list,  which  unfortunately  is  not  the  case 
to-day.

One  sample  was  taken  from  Bardney  Waterworks  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

On  an  average  700,000  gallons  of  water  are  pumped  per  week. 
There  being  1,703  consumers  excluding  Scampton  Aerodrome  which 
averages  over  100,000  gallons  per  week.  This  will  no  doubt  increase 
as  the  aerodrome  work  proceeds. 
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39  Plumbers  have  been  authorised,  by  the  Council.  222  Council 
Houses  have  been  connected  to  the  water  mains. 

General  Water  Supply. 

The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  in  successfully  promoting  (after 
many  attempts)  a  regional  water  undertaking,  serving  28  parishes  with  a 
population  of  over  8,000  inhabitants  and  a  pipe  line  of  over  60  miles. 
Thanks  to  the  Government  and  County  Council’s  financial  assistance 
this  has  been  possible.  Many  schemes  have  been  prepared  previously 
but  always  abandoned  owing  to  the  cost.  A  good  and  wholesome  water 
supply  is  surely  the  best  investment  ratepayers  m  rural  areas  can  get 
for  their  money.  Gone  are  the  days  when  the  water  supply  to  a  cottage 
came  from  a  hole  m  the  ground  (known  as  a  well)  and  often  situated  near 
a  crew  yard  or  in  a  garden  possibly  heavily  manured  causing  grave  risks 
to  health.  The  drudgery  of  the  housewife  m  fetching  water  for  domestic 
purposes  is  over  and  a  bath  need  not  now  be  considered  a  luxury.  A 
proper  sink  and  water  above  it,  must  save  an  enormous  amount  of  time 
and  labour  in  a  home  and  make  for  a  happier  and  fuller  life.  Special 
thanks  are  due  to  several  members  of  your  Council  for  the  time  and 
energy  and  thought  they  have  freely  given  to  make  the  scheme  a  success. 
Our  one  regret  to  record  is  the  death  of  our  late  Clerk  of  Works,  Mr.  J. 
Sopwith,  whose  devotion  to  duty  will  long  be  remembered. 

Sewerage. 

Several  parishes  require  proper  sewage  schemes  and  without 
financial  assistance  it  is  impossible  to  carry  these  out  without  rates  going 
up  4 /-  to  5/-  for  each  parish.  The  growth  of  Bardney  due  to  industrial 
development,  has  made  their  existing  sewage  facilities  useless  and  a  scheme 
has  been  prepared  to  improve  this  ;  one  half  of  it  to  be  carried  out  as  early 
as  possible  at  a  cost  of  over  £5,000.  Owing  to  rapid  development  by 
the  speculative  builder  at  Bunkers  Hill,  on  the  outskirts  of  Lincoln  City, 
the  cesspools  of  these  houses  are  bound  to  be  a  nuisance  in  the  very  near 
future  and  a  sewage  scheme  at  a  cost  of  many  thousands  will  have  to  be 
faced  by  the  Council.  What  a  pity  Local  Authorities  have  to  bear  this 
cost  and  not  the  builders  who  leave  a  ‘ ‘costly  legacy’’  to  the  Owners  and 
Occupiers. 

Scavenging. 

Bunkers  Hill,  Nettleham,  Greetwell,  Saxilby,  Bardney  and  Scampton 
Aerodrome. 

This  service  which  is  growing  considerably,  is  carried  out  by  public 
contract.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  “controlled  tipping.”  Although 
a  few  complaints  are  always  being  received,  one  must  expect  this  with  a 
service  done  by  contract.  We  have  a  few  parishes  which  carry  out  a 
modified  scheme  themselves,  say  a  monthly  collection  of  tins,  etc.  This 
is  done  to  keep  down  the  cost  and  is  not  too  satisfactory  as  a  whole. 
Nevertheless  this  is  better  than  no  collection  at  all.  Many  ratepayers  in 
a  rural  area  expect  this  service  to  be  included  in  the  general  rate  and  take 
a  lot  of  convincing  that  this  is  a  special  service. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  4  licensed  and  7  registered  slaughterhouses  m  the  district. 
On  the  whole  these  establishments  are  fairly  well  conducted  and  kept 
reasonably  clean  ;  your  officials,  making  weekly  inspections,  have  to  be 
constantly  reminding  them  of  their  obligations.  Most  of  the  butchers 
are  insured  against  loss  from  condemnation,  I  am  glad  to  record.  These 
slaughterhouses  are  being  gradually  reduced  and  the  butchers  encouraged 
to  use  the  Lincoln  City  Abbattoir.  Here  a  thorough  inspection  is  always 
carried  out,  with  better  and  quicker  facilities  and  under  hygenic 
conditions.  In  these  days  of  transport  most  butchers  have  their  own  vans, 
so  no  undue  hardship  exists  and  m  addition  the  abattoir  possesses  an 
efficient  refrigeration  plant  for  storage. 

Slaughter  ©f  Animals  Act,  1933. 

1  hree  licences  were  granted  to  slaughter  animals  and  6  were  cancelled. 
This  now  makes  a  total  of  24  current  licences. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regula liens  (1924  and  1925). 

Subject  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act  notices  of  regular  slaughtering 
were  received  from  1 1  butchers. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  20  Accredited  farms  in  the  district.  1 1 2  samples  were 
taken  by  the  Lmdsey  County  Council,  16  being  found  unsatisfactory. 
The  inspection  of  these  places  is  really  a  full  time  job  and  whilst  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  visit  them  regularly — periodica!  and  surprise  visits 
are  always  being  carried  out.  especially  in  the  larger  establishments. 
These  inspections  require  a  lot  of  time  to  be  given  up  to  them  and  m  our 
previous  reports  we  have  always  stressed  the  difficulties  in  a  Rural  Area. 
Some  cowkeepers  are  very  dilatory  and  often  put  their  own  interpre¬ 
tation  as  to  cleanliness.  Thanks  to  our  new  water  supply  in  many  of 
our  villages  we  are  hoping  to  see  considerable  improvements  in  the 
future. 

Yearly  licensing  of  these  places  is  the  only  way  to  keep  the  indolent 
producer  up  to  standard. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

One  supplementary  licence  was  granted  to  sell  pasteurised  milk  in 
the  district. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922. 

Three  cowkeepers  were  registered  and  4  cancelled,  making  a  total 
of  376  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  whole  of  the  area. 

Bakehouse  and  Food  Stores. 

A  visit  to  these  stores  usually  hnds  some  room  for  improvement  and 
we  are  glad  to  record,  that  m  every  case  this  was  carried  out.  Constant 
visiting  is  the  one  way  of  keeping  the  occupiers  up  to  date. 

Workshops,  Workplaces  and  Factories. 

On  the  whole  these  have  been  well  maintained.  Lime  washing  has 
been  absent  in  a  few  cases.

Petroleum  (Regulation)  Acts,  1928  and  1936. 

48  licences  were  issued  during  the  year.  There  being  44  renewals 
and  4  new  licences,  one  including  the  storing  of  cellulose.  A  few 
infringements  were  found  to  exist,  but  remedied  when  attention  was 
drawn  to  them.  It  is  a  pity  some  of  these  hideous  erections  standing 
like  sentinels  in  all  glaring  colours  could  not  be  made  to  have  a  uniform 
colour  and  have  artistic  roofs  over  them.  Some  County  Councils  have 
I  believe  special  bye-laws  enforcing  a  uniform  colour. 

Fire  Brigade  Service. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
Lincoln  Fire  Brigade  to  attend  in  case  of  emergency  m  any  of  our  parishes, 
for  which  the  Council  pay  the  sum  of  £200  per  year  retaining  fee.  In 
several  cases  the  service  has  had  to  be  called  upon. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924,  are  strictly  enforced. 
The  larger  part  of  the  meat  inspection  is  done  at  the  Lincoln  Abattoir. 
Your  Inspector  is  always  called  m  to  decide  upon  cases  m  your  district. 

Additional  Legislation.

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52  Council  houses  are  in  course  of  erection,  this  being  the  Council's 
Slum  Clearance  and  Overcrowding  scheme  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1936.  When  these  are  completed  the  Council  will  have  erected  232 
Council  Houses.  Bardney  has  50  Council  Houses  which  is  a  generous 
contribution  to  one  parish.  The  question  of  arriving  at  a  definite  standard 
for  Rural  Housing  is  always  an  open  one  and  takes  up  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  and  thought  both  for  your  Officials  and  Councillors 
generally.  Such  members  may  have  fixed  ideas  or  views  on  this  subject, 
not  always  as  contemplated  by  Government  standards.  Height  of  rooms 
in  general  is  one  difficulty  that  we  are  always  up  against  and  lack  of 
drainage  facilities  always  difficult  to  deal  with  m  the  absence  of  sewers. 
The  farmers  generaly  cannot  afford  to  spend  much  money  to  do  many 
repairs,  but  on  the  whole  the  Council  are  doing  their  best  with  this 
difficult  problem.  One  official  cannot  carry  out  all  this  work  in  addition 
to  his  other  many  duties.

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  continues  to  do  yeoman  service  despite 
the  multiplicity  of  his  duties  and  I  wish  to  thank  him  once  more  most 
sincerely.
